Historical  Sketck 


Transylvania  is  especially  rich  In  historic  backgrounds. 
Her  history  and  traditions  go  back  to  1780,  when,  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Reverend  John  Todd,  of  Kentucky,  the 
Virginia  Legislature  passed  an  act  to  vest  the  escheated 
lands  of  three  wealthy  Tories  who  had  fought  against  the 
Colonies  in  the  Revolution  in  Kentucky  County,  in  "trustees 
for  a  publik  school".  It  was  then  that  the  foundation 
of  what  was  destined  to  be  the  oldest  institution  of  higher 
learning  west  of  the  Alleghenies  was  laid.  During  the 
same  year  a  board  of  thirteen  members  was  appointed. 
In  1783  the  grant  was  enlarged  to  include  12,000  addi- 
tional acres,  and  the  Board  was  increased  to  twenty-five 
members.  This  Board,  among  whose  membership  we  find 
the  names  of  Isaac  Shelby,  George  Rogers  Clark,  Chris- 
topher Greenup,  Thomas  Marshall,  and  John  Crittenden, 
met  at  Crow's  Station,  near  Danville,  in  November,  1783, 
and   named  the  school  Transylvania  Seminary. 

A  legislative  act  of  Virginia  gave  one-sixth  of  the  sur- 
veyors' fees  collected  in  the  Kentucky  District  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  institution.  Twenty-one  pounds  and  thirteen 
shillings  had  been  donated  by  individuals,  and  "a  library  and  philosophical  apparatus"  had  been 
given  by  the  Reverend  John  Todd.  On  February  i,  1785,  the  first  session  began  in  the  house 
of  the  Reverend  (Father)  David  Rice.  James  Mitchell  was  master.  In  1788,  the  school  was 
moved  to  Lexington  and  located  on  a  three-acre  campus.  In  1798  the  Kentucky  Legislature  united 
with  the  seminary  a  school  called  Kentucky  Academy,  which  had  been  established  in  1794  under 
Presbyterian   auspices,   at  Pisgah,   eight  miles  southwest  of  Lexington. 

On  January  i,  1799,  the  consolidated  institution  assumed  the  name  of  Transylvania  University. 
It  was  in  the  newly  created  law  school  of  this  institution  that  Henry  Clay  served  as  professor 
from  1805  to  1807,  and  as  a  trustee  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  present  Morrison 
College  was  dedicated  in  November  of  1833,  having  been  built  from  funds  bequeathed  by  James 
Morrison,  a  wealthy  landowner  and  trustee  of  the  university. 

In  1 841  the  academic  department  was  committed  to  the  Kentucky  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church.  During  the  Civil  War,  the  university  buildings  were  seized  by  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment for  use  as  a  military  hospital.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  Transylvania  University  was 
consolidated  \vith  Kentucky  University,  an  institution  controlled  by  the  Disciples  of  Christ.  The 
official  name  then  became  Kentucky  University.  The  College  of  the  Bible  was  added  in  1865. 
Later  an  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  was  affiliated  with  the  university,  but  was  discon- 
tinued in  1878.  In  the  same  year  the  College  of  the  Bible  received  a  separate  charter.  In  1908 
the  name  of  the  Institution  was  changed  back  to  Transylvania  University,  and  the  Carnegie  Science 
Hall  was  completed.  In  191 2  the  College  of  Law  was  suspended,  and  two  years  later  the  Pre- 
paratory Department  was  abolished.  In  1915  the  name  of  the  Institution  was  changed  to  Transyl- 
vania College,  since  only  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  remained  of  the  former  university  group. 

Transylvania  is  built  on  a  wealth  of  strong  and  noble  traditions.  Her  history  is  filled  with 
pages  of  stupendous  deeds,  service,  and  illustrious  men.  And  now,  guided  by  the  hands  of 
President  Andrew  David  Harmon,  we  have  no  fear  that  she  will  not  pass  on  to  new  growth  and 
prosperity,  to  greater  usefulness,  and  to  a  history  in  the  future  as  invigorating  as  her  past.

^©^^^.•^^  LTHOUGH,  to  many  friends  of  Transylvania,  the  1923  football  season  brought 
mingled  feelings  of  gladness  and  regret,  few  loyal  Transylvanians  will  soon  forget 
the  blaze  of  glory  in  which  the  fighting  Pioneers  finished  the  gridiron  season  of 
'22.  Battered  and  beaten  through  six  successive  defeats,  and  apparently  unable  to 
win  a  game,  the  Crimson  team  upset  ail  dope  by  defeating  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
College  13  to  o  on  November  34;  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  in  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  games  played  in  Lexington  last  fall,  the  Pioneers  made  glad  the  hearts  of  all  Transyl- 
vanians by  defeating  Georgetown  College,  16  to  13,   at  Thomas  iMeld. 

Perhaps  no  small  college  was  harder  hit  by  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  rule  preventing  the  playing  of 
freshmen  than  was  Transylvania.  Reports  in  the  spring  of  1922  indicated  that  a  large  amount 
of  freshman  material  was  scheduled  for  the  fall;  a  new  coach  was  secured;  games  were  scheduled 
with  teams  that  ranked  high  in  collegiate  athletic  circles;  and  everything  pointed  to  an  unusual 
year  for  the  Crimsons.  But  the  freshman  rule,  which  was  strictly  observed  during  the  entire  year, 
cut  the  Pioneer  squad  to  a  scant  two  dozen  men.  Handicapped  by  this  deploring  lack  of  material, 
and  pursued  the  entire  season  by  luck  in  the  form  of  injuries  that  necessitated  patched-up  line-ups 
for  most  of  the  games,  the  sixteen  or  eighteen  men  that  constituted  the  squad  worked  tirelessly 
in  an  endeavor  to  develop  the  best  possible  team. 

Unfortunately,  the  three  hardest  games  on  the  schedule  were  the  first  three.  The  Pioneers 
were  defeated  by  Marshall,  Wilmington,  and  Maryville  in  turn,  and  emerged  from  the  three 
games  in  a  sadly  crippled  condition.  The  team  went  to  Chattanooga  hardly  expecting  to  make 
a  showing,  but  received  much  favorable  comment  from  the  Chattanooga  papers  on  the  game 
played.     The  Moccasins  were  the  victors,  42  to  6. 

So  serious  was  the  crippled  condition  of  the  Crimson  team  that  it  was  thought  best  to  cancel 
the  game  with  the  University  of  Louisville.  The  next  game  was  with  the  strong  Franklin  team, 
at  Lexington,  the  Pioneers  losing,  34  to  6.  A  week's  practice  and  the  Crimsons  went  to  Richmond, 
Ind.,  to  play  Earlham.  The  going  was  bad,  numerous  injuries  had  necessitated  a  changed  line-up, 
and-  the  Hoosiers  won,  25  to  o.  The  game  on  November  24th  was  the  turning  point  in  the 
Pioneer  season,  and  Kentucky  Wesleyan  was  defeated,  13  to  o.  The  game  was  won  by  the 
aggressive,  determined  playing  of  the  Pioneers,  and  was  an  indirect  factor  in  the  winning  of  the 
Georgetown   game. 

The  victory  over  the  Black  and  Gold  of  Georgetown,  traditional  rival  of  Transylvania,  added 
a  brilliant  touch  to  an  otherwise  rather  dull  season.  Georgetown  came  to  Lexington  expecting  to 
win,  and  everything  in  the  season's  results  pointed  to  a  victory  for  the  Tigers.  But  sheer  will  and 
nerve,  backed  b\'  the  last  ounce  of  strength  in  every  wearer  of  the  Crimson,  defeated  the  visitors, 
for  the  third  consecutive  time.  The  winning  points  were  made  on  a  45-yard  drop  kick,  which 
equaled  any  seen  in  the  South  in  recent  years. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  the  men  that  constituted  the  Crimson  team.  Met  on  all 
sides  by  adverse  conditions  and  circumstances,  those  men  strove  without  ceasing  to  develop  a  team 
worthy  to  wear  the  Crimson  of  Transylvania.  The  success  or  failure  of  a  football  season  cannot 
be  measured  in  scores,  and  the  Pioneers  played  through  their  schedule  with  a  grim  doggedness, 
winning  or  losing,  but  always  fighting.  Coach  Boyer,  a  new  man  faced  with  numerous  discour- 
aging problems,  was  an  untiring  worker,  and  endeared  himself  to  his  men  by  his  thoughtful 
ttention  to  the  welfare  of  the  players. 
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HE  first  freshman  football  season,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Coach 
Downing,  Manager  Robertson,  and  Captain  Gividen,  was  a  decided 
success.  Out  of  six  games  plaj^ed,  there  were  three  victories,  one  tie,  and 
two  defeats,  one  of  which  was  by  the  accidental  route. 

The  first  game,  with  the  heavy  Eastern   State   Normal  team,  was 
played  in  ankle-deep  mud,  and  neither  team  was  able  to  swim  across  the 
goal  line.     In  this  game  the  freshmen  showed  a  stone-wall  line  and  repulsed  the  Nor- 
mal team  twice  within  their  ten-yard  line. 

The  next  game  was  with  Georgetown  Freshmen,  at  Georgetown.  This  was,  per- 
haps, the  hardest  game  of  the  season,  and  the  two  fought  each  other  as  only  George- 
town and  Transylvania  teams  can  fight.  In  the  first  half  Georgetown  was  forced 
behind  their  own  line,  and  this  was  the  slender  margin  of  victory. 

The  freshmen  met  their  strongest  opponents  in  Lancaster,  when  they  played  Lan- 
caster High  School  and  were  forced  to  bow  to  a  lO-to-o  defeat  after  a  hard-fought 
game. 

In  Stanford,  the  Crimson  yearlings  met  another  worthy  foe,  but  the  goal  after  touch- 
down was  enough,  and  Transy  had  won  another  victory. 

Georgetown,  in  their  return  game  here,  showed  much  better  team  work,  and  the 
Crimson-clad  players  had  an  off  day,  so  that  the  little  Tigers  got  revenge  for  their  first 
defeat. 

In  the  last  game  of  the  season  the  young  Pioneers  showed  the  best  form  of  the 
season.  The  game  was  the  return  engagement  with  Eastern  Kentucky  State  Normal, 
and  was  another  mud  turtle  meet.  Regardless  of  the  mud  and  the  slick  ball,  Transyl- 
vania ran  rings  around  the  heavier  opponents,  winning,   15  to  o. 

The  freshmen  showed  a  wealth  of  good  material  and  some  of  them  should  be  able 
to  make  places  on  the  1923  varsity.  Perhaps  the  biggest  thing  the  freshmen  did  was 
not  in  playing  their  own  schedule,  but  scrubbing  day  after  day  against  the  varsity. 
After  their  own  season  was  over  these  first-year  men  fought  and  scrimmaged  the 
varsity  for  two  weeks,  and  the  credit  for  the  varsity's  victories  over  Wesleyan  and 
Georgetown  should  be  shared  liberally  with  them.  They  practiced  day  after  day  for 
no  glory  of  their  own,  but  for  the  love  of  the  school.

^^^^pX  accordance  with  a  plan  for  generally  broadening  Transylvania's  athletic 

''Nm' y  program,  and  in  response  to  the  urging  of  many  loyal  alumni,  the 
p^*^  Pioneer  basketball  season  of  1922-23  consisted,  for  the  most  part,  of 
)^g  games  with  the  more  outstanding  collegiate  teams  in  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee. The  Crimson  players,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  forsook  the 
beaten  path  between  the  three  or  four  Central  Kentucky  colleges,  and  invaded  strange 
territory  to  play  teams  that  annually  rank  high  in  Southern  athletic  circles. 

The  results  of  the  season,  if  measured  by  the  scores  of  the  various  games,  were 
discouraging.  To  uninterested  observers  of  the  season's  record,  the  losing  of  seven 
straight  games  spelled  failure ;  to  the  loyal  Crimson  supporters  who  followed  the  playing 
of  the  Pioneers  during  the  season,  there  were  encouraging  signs  of  the  long-hoped-for 
forvvard  step  in  Transylvania  athletic  interests.  The  spirit  of  the  past  season  might 
be  best  represented  by  the  quotation,  "Not  failure,  but  low  aim,  is  crime",  for  the 
Crimson  players  were  scheduled  against  teams  that  were  known  to  be  stronger  than  any 
five  possible  from  the  meager  amount  of  material  available  at  Transylvania. 

Four  of  the  season's  games  were  among  the  best  contests  of  the  local  season.  The 
Pioneers,  in  a  game  characterized  by  the  rough  playing  and  the  numerous  fouls  called, 
lost  to  Kentucky  Wesleyan  25  to  21,  in  the  first  go-round  of  the  season.  A  week 
later  the  Crimson  team  gave  Teimessee's  strong  quintet  the  hardest  battle  of  its  Ken- 
tucky trip,  when  the  Commodores  won,  20  to  ig.  The  Pioneers  outplayed  and  out- 
fought the  visitors,  and  the  University  team  won  on  points  from  free  throws.  This 
game  was  the  most  encouraging  one  of  the  year,  as  it  indicated  the  potential  ability  of 
the  Crimson  five. 

The  game  with  the  University  of  Chattanooga,  played  on  the  Tennessee  trip,  was 
almost  the  equal  of  the  Tennessee  one.  The  Maryville  game,  played  the  preceding 
night,  had  weakened  the  Pioneers,  but  the  Moccasins  were  forced  to  maintain  a  whirl- 
wind gait  to  win  the  contest,  33  to  23,  the  Crimson  players  at  one  time  being  in  the 
lead.  The  Moccasins  later  went  to  the  finals  in  the  Southern  tourney  at  Atlanta.  In 
the  second  game  with  Georgetown  the  Pioneers  displayed  a  style  of  basketball  that 
looked  good  enough  to  win  the  game,  but,  in  spite  of  the  aggressive  playing  of  the 
Crimson  team,  the  Tigers  won,  25  to  19. 

Although  Captain  Powell,  Reynolds,  and  Dedman  leave  us  this  year,  there  are 
indications  of  a  team  for  next  season  that  may  well  look  to  Atlanta  as  the  final  goal. 
With  three  varsity  men  back,  and  a  possible  four  men  from  the  freshman  squad,  the 
(Pioneer  quintet  of  1924  will  likely  be  the  best  alibi  for  the  1923  season.

^f^'^.,  TATE  champions!  After  a  two  years'  interval,  having  been  Kentucky  champions 
in  1920,  Transylvania's  co-ed  basketball  team  is  once  more  the  unquestioned 
championship  five  of  Kentucky.  The  girls  played  through  the  eight-game  sched- 
ule without  losing  a  game,  and  allowed  but  nine  field  goals  to  be  scored  against 
them.  At  no  time  ^vas  the  team  forced  to  play  hard  enough  to  accurately  deter- 
mine the  actual  scoring  ability  of  the  quintet  that  has  once  more  brought  a  state 
championship    team   to    Transylvania. 

The  fact  that  the  Crimson  team  totaled  an  overwhelming  percentage  of  the  points  made  in 
the  games  of  the  season,  and  that  but  nine  field  goals  were  made  by  opposing  teams  is  an  indica- 
tion that  the  playing  was  well  balanced  and  evenly  divided  between  offense  and  defense.  The 
five-man  defense  introduced  by  Coach  Boyer  was  superior  to  any  other  defense  in  the  state,  and 
was  practically  impregnable.  The  morale  of  the  team  during  the  entire  year  was  high,  a  fact 
that  contributed  much  towards  the  winning  of  the  championship. 

The  five  girls  constituting  the  regular  team  were  placed,  by  most  sport  critics,  as  the  team  for 
the  mythical  all-state  quintet  for  1923.  The  Crimson  team  was  actually  an  organized  team  of 
stars,  and,  although  an  unusually  high  type  of  team  play  was  developed,  no  attempt  was  made  to 
subdue  the  characteristic  individual  playing  of  every  one  of  the  girls. 

The  forwards.  Captain  Klopp  and  Nancy  Arnold,  represent  a  point-scoring  duet  that-  was 
unequaled  in  the  state.  Klopp,  who  was  the  very  capable  leader  of  the  championship  team,  was 
one  of  the  high-point  players  among  Kentucky  girls'  teams.  In  addition  to  lier  ability  to  drop 
the  ball  through  the  netting  from  all  angles,  she  played  a  fast,  aggressive,  floor  game.  Arnold 
did  much  to  aid  the  development  of  team  work  b\  her  accurate  handling  of  the  ball,  and  ^vas 
directly  responsible  for  many  goals  by  her  quick  passes  under  the  basket.  Nancy's  passing  in  no 
way  hindered  her  ability  to  score  points,  for  she  totaled  many  of  the  Crimson  scores. 

Picked  almost  unanimously  as  all-state  center  last  season,  Ardis  Yelton  was  easily  the  best 
center  in  Kentucky.  Her  floor  game  was  more  aggressive  than  any  other  player  in  the  state  ;  she 
dribbled  through  every  opposing  defense,  and  incidentally  totaled  a  high  number  of  the  points 
scored  during  the  season.  The  fact  that  there  were  but  nine  field  goals  scored  against  the  chim- 
pions  during  the  eight  games  is  sufficient  recommendation  for  the  two  guards.  Manager  King 
played  one  of  the  most  consistent  guarding  games  of  the  year,  displayed  a  keen  knowledge  of 
basketball  in  her  ability  to  judge  opposing  plays,  and  could  be  depended  upon  to  stop  the  most 
formidable  opposing  forwards.  Her  work  was  made  more  effective  still  by  the  playing  of  Mar- 
garet Hardwick,  floor  guard  for  the  Crimsons.  Miss  Hardwick  was  one  of  the  valuable  factors 
in  the  smooth  working  of  the  five-man  defense ;  she  covered  the  entire  floor  with  ease,  and  often 
broke  into  the  scoring. 

Misses  Caldwell,  Farra,  Shepherd,  and  Mountjoy,  substitutes  who  played  in  most  of  the 
games,  fitted  nicely  into  the  Pioneer  game  when  sent  in,  and  all  displayed  a  type  of  basketball 
superior  to  that  of  most  players  in  the  state.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Misses  Owens, 
Franklin,  Runyon,  and  Huffaker  for  the  important  part  they  had  in  the  development  of  the  tsam  s 
playing.  Coach  Roy  H.  Boyer  is  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  many  evidences  of  good  coaching 
that  appeared  in  all  of  the  season's  games.
